To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


Pursuant to the requirement of law, I have the honor to. sub- 
mit to your honorable body the following biennial report of this 
department of the public service for the years 1886 and 1887 : 

Of the American law reports we have to purchase the current 
volumes of the United States, and District Court Reports, also 
the digests and many of the Codes and General Statutes, (gotten 
up by private individuals and are not exchanged, but for sale); the 
American law we have to purchase, special periodicals and 
reports not included in our inter-State exchanges. There is also 
a constant and increasing demand for new law text books, and 
law magazines. It will also require the purchase of a few more 
statute laws of the various States and Territories to complete the 
set of American statute law to date. — 

In the General Library the demand for books is always greater 
than the supply. Many reference books not iu the Library are 
often called for. The Library is very deficient in scientific 
works. Students searching for information in connection with 
their reading and study causes a demand for works pertaining to 
history, literature, science, and arts. The topics also brought 
before the Legislature for legislative action creates the necessity 
for a constant addition of the latest and best editions of every 
encyclopedia, dictionary and statistical work of reference.

All money expended for the Library was for books, periodicals, 
freight, money orders, postage and stationery. The orders for 
books purchased, were made by the Trustees of the Library. 
The bills for amounts drawn were all itemized accounts and were 
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inspected and approved by the Trustees. The vouchers are on 
file in the Auditor's office, and the receipted accounts are on file 
in the State Library. Since my last report a new room has been 
added to the State Library, giving now five apartments to the 
Library. The new room is devoted to literature, books of general 
reference, periodicals, maps, charts, etc. Since the year 1876 
the State Library has increased nearly six thousand volumes, _ 


LIBRARY CONTINGENT. 


The Library contingent fund was used in opening and fitting 
up the new Library room No. 5. The room is 23 by 15 feet and 
24 feet in height, A door was cut through into room No, 4 con- 
necting No. 5 to the Library. The walls were papered, ceilings. 
plastered, wood-work painted, new shelving, book-case, tables, 
carpet, etc. For room No. 4 a new carpet was purchased, room 
papered and painted, shelving up the length of the room, 


CAPITOL REPAIRS. 


I respectfully and most earnestly call attention to the condition 
of the State-house ; this building is in imminent danger of falling, 
the walls are constantly sinking and cracking, the ceiling falling, 
and the roof springing new leaks. The Capitol has not 
been painted for nearly twenty years; the coverings on the floors 
of the House of Representatives, and Senate Chamber and Com- 
mittee rooms have not been renewed for as many years. All 
money expended out of the capitol expense fund was for neces- 
sary repairs. A storm in 1886 blew offthe roof of the capitol 
on the South side—while the storms continued we had to rent 
tarpaulin covers from New Orleans to protect the rooms, and a 
new roof was put on that part of the building. New lightning 
rods were put up entirely over the house. Sewers were taken 
up and repaired. Auditor's office was repaired, etc, All money 
expended and the repairs on the capitol was by the advice or 
permission of the trustees, The warrants were drawn on 
the itemized accounts, and approved by the Auditor and 
Treasurer, and are on file in the Auditor's office.
